There is no significance in the failure of the 
Finance Committee to come to any ‘conclusion 
on the Morrison resolution today. The hearing 
given to Mesérs. Faircniid and Jordan occupied 
moet of the time which couid be given to the 
aiscussion. Some of the members ot the com- 
mittee, among whom was Senator Allison, 
were engaged in other pressing commiitee 
work, apd could not give all of their time to 
the Finance Committee.

A HORRIBLE ACCUSATION. 


Arrest in This City of a Young Man Charged 
with Being the Murderer of the Search 
Couple, Near Janesville, Wis,—He Denies 
Knowledge of the Affair. 

Detective Horace Elliott yesterday arrested 
Edward W. Moore, a 20-year-old boy, on sus- 
picion of being a doubie murderer. Sunday 
last an old farmer and his wife, Henry and 


Jenny Search, residing two miles out of Janes- 
ville, W is., were found weltering 
in their blood in their bouse. 
Suspicion fell upon young Moore because 01 
bis hesty and unexplained departure about 
the time of the murder. He bad been em- 
ployed on afarm owned by a Mr. Sheppard, 
located about a mile distant from the 
Search farm. He was not known in 
the neighborhood, having come there some 
two or three months ago from Iowa, where he 
says his parents reside. He went to Janes- 
ville to learn telegraphy, but failmg to secure 
a position was compeliled to.go on a farm. The 
cause of bis basty departure, he says, was his 
receipt ot a sum of morey sent him by his 
brother. He haa expected it for some time. 
After its receipt be came direct to Chicago to 
go to work at anything which might turn up. 

The authorities at Janesville, after an in- 
vestigation of the murder, sent Moore's de- 
scription broadcast over the country. De- 
tective Elliott was detailed to look the matter 
up, and yesterday captured the young fellow at 
No. 4825 Forty-third street. He manifested no 
ureasiness when placed under arrest, and ac- 
companied the officer to the station without 
a remonstrance. When told of the suspicion 
which rested on bim he appeared greatly sur- 
prised and somewhat nervous, remarking, 
however. that he bad not heard of the murder 
until ne had deen in Chicago a day and a half. 
He asked the officers at the station it he looked 
like a murderer, and if he bad committed the 
deed what would have been the cause. He had 
no money or anything of vaiue. |

Monday night the new union which the con- 

ductors and drivers of the North Chicago City 

Railway Company have formed met in the 

lodge ball at the corner of Larrabee street and 

Webster avenue. The attendance was large 

and the expressions of the men were more 

open and positive than on any former occasion. 

The conservative and cautious ones 

have controlled heretofore, but the re- 

form agitators at this meeting swept 
all. before them and the demands of the mea 
were given full rehearsal. These are lengthy 
and numerous, embracing such alleged abuses 
as the following: Discharge of men who have 
just finished tne graduated scale of wages and 
entered upon full pay: compulsory purchase 
of uniforms of the company's tailors; exor- 
bitant price of uniforms; heavy securities re- 
quired for punches and other tools; long and 
irregular hours, and, above all, too little pay. 

Much enthusiasm was manifested and some 

aire alternatives were propused for submission 

to the company in case the demands should be 
denied. 

After prolonged argument it was decided to 
make but one demand at this time and that for 
a raise of 25 cents per day all around, bringing 
the first year’s pay to $1.75 and full pay to 
$2.50. A committee of five was appointed to 
wait upon Mr. Yerkes and submit these tegms, 
the result of the conference to be reported 
next Saturday night, when suitable action will 
be taken. 

Yesterday morning the committee recruited 
two other men and called upon Mr. Yerkes. 
The President and his eight employés spent 
nearly the entire forefioon in consultation, the 
full results of which cannot be ascertained. 
It is known, however, that Mr. Yerkes asks for 
a few days’ time to consider the Jues tion. The 
men are very. guarded in their remarks upon

RUINED BY MINE SPECULATION, 


Willison, the Defaulting Treasurer of the Ca- 
nal Company, Sank His Money in Lead- 
ville.

the defaulting treasurer of the Chesapeake & 


Delaware Canal Company, who overissued 
bonds to the amount of $600,000, was 
for a long time engaged in business 
transactions with Wimer Bedford, a real-estate 
dealer and a speculator in various other 
schemes.

connection with Wilson’s affairs, but President 
Gillimgham of the canal company said: “A 
day or two after Wilson's flight Bedford came 
to me and told’ about his partnership with Wil- 
son.

MOST IMPORTANT TESTIMONY. 

While the testimony offered at the An- 
archist trial yesterday was not as sensational 
in its general scope as that offered Friday 
and Monday it was perhaps as important, 
It materially advanced the case for the 
prosecution. The State’s-Attorney’s object 
seemed to be to establish the responsi- 
bility of the indicted persons for the McCor- 
mick factory riots, and their efforts to utilize 
the disorders connected therewith to stir up 
a genéral revolt about the time previously 
concerted, as set forth in the testimony of 
Moulton, Magie, and others. What Mr. 
Grinnell set out to do he came near 
accomplishing. There was not a break 
in the testimony yesterday. There was no 
important ruling against the pros ecution. 
The jury was all attention from the 
opening to the adjournment of the court, 
The evidence of the witness Fred Haraster, 
the President of the Bohemian Lumber- 
Shovers’ Union, went to establish the d8on- 
tention that August Spies forced himself as 
a speaker at the Eight-Hour meeting near 
the McCormick factory, notwithstanding 


Haraster’s indignant protests and the pro- 


tests ot other ent workingmen who 
were opposed t violence and the enuncia- 
tion of Socialistic doctrines from their plat- 
form. The Anarchist emissaries went to the 
extent of threatening the peace-loving Bo- 
hemian labor unionists with violence because 
the latter pleaded for observance of the law. 
So eager were they to indulge in incendiary 
harangues, so as to goad the workingmen 
into outbreak, that they. struggled with one 
another for preeedence in violent speaking. 
There was a profound sensation when one of 
the witnesses who preceded Haraster swore 
that Spies, after he had urged the crowd to 
„go and kill those d—d scabs,” slid off his 
platform and escaped in an opposit direction 
to the place where he had induced his ex- 
cited dupes to fight. 

The production of he Revenge” circu- 
lar, of the exaggerated Arbeiter-Zeitung ac- 
count of the number of strikers who were 
injured at the McCormick factory riot, and 
the inflammatory incitements founded on the 
same were pertinent to the general theory 
which the prosecution sought to establish. 
The testimony of the Arbeiter-Zeitung book- 
keeper, Theodore Fricke, that the most vio- 
lent of those incitements to wholesale mur- 
der were in the handwriting of August 
Spies, while less important and less violent 
documents had been prepared for the printer 
by Schwab, was the climax of the day’s pro- 
ceedings. The defense did not attempt to 
dispute the truth of Fricke’s evidence, which 
was given in an entirely clear and lucid 
manner. The signal word Ruhe“ Fricke 
swore was in Spies’ handwriting, and 
the announcement of the sale of 
Most’s pamphlet concerning the manufacture 
of explosives, according to this witness, was 


published as an editorial free notice in. 


the local columns of the Anarchists’ paper. 
Fricke’s evidence cdncerning the groups of 
the International Workingmen’s Society and 
the membership therein of nearly all the 
indicted parties—Spies, Neebe, Fielden, 
Fischer, and Engel—was not challenged by 
the defense, while it was clear from the 
manner of the prosecution and the manner of 
the witness that the latter is prepared 
to furnish many more details than he 
furnished yesterday as to the methods and 
proceedings of those so-called groups. Fricke 
proved a far better witness for the State, 


even as far as he has already gone, than the 


public was generally led to expect. The 
court day was appropriately closed with the 
reading of he Revenge” circular and other 
documents of the literature of murder which 
are the undisputed product of the prisoner 
Sples.

The Oleomargarine bill passed the Senate 


yesterday with an amendment reducing the 


tax from flve cents to two cents, Monday’s 
discussion of the bill resulted in nothing more 
than some punning by Senator Vance; the 
“showing up” of Mr. Edmunds as the rep- 
resentative of a butter-coloring firm in Bur- 
lington, Vt.; bumptious personalities be- 
tween Messrs. Miller and Ingalls; and flam- 
boyant States-rights and constitutional-law 
arguments by a few Southern Senators. 

The bill as amended ought to be passed by 
the House and signed by the President. Op- 
position to it by chemists, cattlemen, adul- 
terators ot food, and Southern manufactur- 
ers of cotton-seed oil is the strongest argu- 
ment in its favor. The chemists to the con- 
trary, the bogus stuff with which the market 
is flooded at the price of pure butter is proved 
by specifications on file at the Patent-Office 
to contain nitric acid, sugar of lead, benzoic 
acid, commercial sulphurie acid, and a host 
of other polsons in greater or less degree. 
While every specimen may not contain all 
of these ingredients, nearly every manu- 
facturer—there being a few honorable excep- 
tions—is known to use some if not many of 
them. There is official knowledge of the 
purchase of the carcasses of hogs that died of 
hog-cholera and of drowned sheep and 
the use of their fat by oleomargarine 
manufacturers. ‘Last month $30,000 
worth of such refifse was purchased. 
To what consideration are cattle-raisers enti- 
tled? They claim that the proposed tax on 
this abominable product will cause a falling 
off of $2 a head in the value of beef cattle. 
But if this estimate were true, as we 
believe it is not, it is not conclusive. 
These cattle graze on Government 
ranges or lands preémpted by cow- 
boys for their employers’ benefit to 
the exclusion of honest settlers, and the cat- 
tle barons pocket the profits. It is beside 
the question to attempt to show that the chief 
sale of oleomargarine is not effected fraudu- 
lently under the head of butter and at higher 
prices than the stuff would bring if sold on 
its merits. Ootton-seed oil enters also to a 
certain extent into its manufacture, and so, al- 
though not unwholesome in itself, it helps 
the fraud along. But cotton-seed oll being 
discriminated against by the bill the cotton 
exchanges of the South are fighting it. Now 


‘everybody knows that cotton-seed oil is 


chiefly used in Italy (imported from this 
country) in the manufacture of olive oil, 
so-called. It is another fraud and swindle, 
which is put into bottles and imported into 
the United States and sold as olive oll by 
grocers. 

The constitutional argument “against the 
bill is a makeshift resorted to in default of 
other means to kill it by delaying action. 
The bill would have been already a law had 


it not been for its postponement several 


weeks ago on that account. 

Oleomargarine was the product of the 
siege of Paris. It was there made for the 
first time by a Frenchmen named Mége from 
the fat of dead animals of all kinds, 
aud sold to the starving . populace. 
Yankee ingenuity has added to its com- 
position other substances and various 
poisons and taken out patents. The protec- 
tion demanded is that against an unwholesome 
article of food, and Congress has the right to 
provide for it, as Senator Edmunds’ argu- 
ment plainly shows. The bill will work no 
hardship to manufacturers who are willing 
to mark their goods plainly and sell them on 
their merits. - 


A NATIONAL HUMILIATION. 

The action of the Committee on A ppropria- 
tions in. bringing in a bill appropriating 
$500,000 for coast defenses and the subse- 
quent effort of Mr. Randall to reduce that 
amount to $100,000 show very clearly the 
sentiment of the majority in the House on 
this important question. This is the answer 
of the demagogs to the report of the board 
which was appointed to investigate the sub- 
ject and which recommended the appropria- 
tion of $21,000,000 for the present year to 
remedy the disgraceful condition of our 
coast defenses. If there were any votes to 
be made by such an appropriation there 
would have been no question that the 
amount was needed. Political capital can be 
made out of the improvement of unnavigable 
rivers, duck-ponds, and goose creeks, so they 
The armament of 
our forts and protection of our seacoast and 
lake-shore cities will not make votes, conse- 
quently there is no money for such purpose. 

The action of the committee and the sug- 
gestions of the Democratic leaders on the 
floor of the House are in keeping with the 
policy of the Democratic party. It will not 
build vessels to strengthen our naval power 
nor will it buy guns to strengthen our fortifi- 
eations. Millions upon millions of property 
are exposed to destruction. In case of 
trouble with any foreign Power; even with 
second-class Powers, our important commer- 
cial cities are likely to be levied upon for in- 
demnity or to be shelled and burned as an 
alternative, and they are powerless to resist. 
There is not a fortification on.the entire 
Atlantic or Pacific coast that can oppose the 
hostile approach of a foreign irouclad. The 
lake coasts are at the mercy of ahy vessel 
which the British Government might send 
through the Welland Canal. We are now 
having a quarrel with Canada and are com- 
pelled to submit to her insolence and indigni- 
ties, to the seizure of our vessels and the 
mulcting of our fishermen, because we have 
not the power to resist, even if the present 
un-American Administration. had the dispo- 
sition to do so. We are literally helpless, 
without arms, w thout a navy, and without 
any coast — worthy to be called a forti- 
fication. 

To meet this deficiency the Committee on 
Appropriations recommends the expenditure 
of the munificent sum of $500,000. If the 
situation were not so serious and humiliating 
the proposition might be regarded as humor- 
ous. The people of this country, however, 


are not in the temper to jest upon this sub- 


ject. ‘They see nothing funny in their help- 
léss condition, or in the policy of Congress, 
which devotes millions to boodle and nothin? 
to defense. They have incessantly urged 
Congress to put our coast fortifications in a 


condition to resist attack. There has been 


ample time to have purchased heavy guns 
from Germany ever since the fishery agita- 
tion commenced and to have had them in 
position ere now, but nothing has been done. 
The Tory party is coming into power in Eu- 
gland, and will unquestionably support the 
extreme position Canada has taken and the 
outrageous bill which “has been rushed 
through her Parliament. in that case we 
must yield every point demanded, as we 


have not a gun or a vessel with which to re- 


sist, Meanwhile the only shipbuilder capa- 
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| down and bankrupted by this Administra- 
tion, and in answer to the recommendation 


Washington demagogs, we must submit to 
the humiliation; but there will be a day of 


reckoning with those who have forced the 
country into such a miserable plight. 


MR. GLADSTONE’S RESIGNATION. 
Mr. Gladstone has resigned the British 


Premiership and Lord Salisbury will un- 
doubtedly be called on to form a Govern- 


Hartington is too wise u politician to accept 
the leadership of a coalition in which he 
would not have more than fifty warm sup- 
porters, but many jealous rivals; and Hart- 
ington is the only possible leader of a coali- 
tion Ministry. Mr. Goschen is able, but he 
is distrusted and has no personal following. 
“The Duke of Argyll has passed his period 
of usefulness. He is now a chronie 
scold. Even for Lord Salisbury the 
prospect is not bright. His party lacks 
eighteen of a majority. It practically abdi- 
cated its claims to be an effective opposition 
when it conceded before the elections began 
that there was no chance of success without 
the aid of the dissenting Liberals. It was a 
humiliating confession of impotency, and, 
though the elections turned out better than 
Salisbury thought and hoped for, the confes- 
sion of weakness will continue to tell against 
the prospects of his party. It may be that 
there are enough aristocratic Whigs with 
strong Tory proclivities and strong anti- 
Irish prejudices among the dissenting 


| Liberals to enable Lord Salisbury to retain 


power for a year or two, but even this is not 
likely. Mr. Bright, Jesse Collings, Mr. 
Trevelyan, and the Scotch dissentients will 
not remain long apart from Mr. Gladstone. 
The first move the Tories make in the direc- 
tion of a Jingo policy in relation to European 
or Indian affairs will drive fifty of the sev- 
enty-five dissenters back into the Gladstone 
camp. A coercion policy for Ireland would 
force Hartington to strike hands with his old 
political preceptor. The first of the bye- 
elections will probably show that the reaction 
in favor of the Gladstone policy has already 
set in. 

The Tories are lacking in able men. Lord 
Salisbury has not been a success in leader- 
ship and Lord Randolph Churchill’s success 
has been adventitious—fourided entirely on 
audacity, which, unlike that of Disraeli, 
whom he tries to copy, cannot be sustained, 
Trevelyan, Chamberlain, and the leading 
dissentients will not long rust in inglori- 
ous ease. The Tories cannot adopt a negative 
policy on the home-rule question, much as 
they would like to do so. Mr. Gladstone’s 
prompt resignation when defeat was ass ured 
is a warning that he intends to be aggressive- 
ly active. He is powerful in opposition. 
He has no time now to waste. The “old 
man in a hurry” at whom Churchill sneered 
will be in too much of a hurry for his antag- 
onists. The resignation of the Premier is a 
preparation for action. The conflict will be 
sharp and is likely to be short. It 
would not be at all surprising if 
there should be another dissolution and 
another election in Great Britain within a 
year. The last hustings verdict has not 
been decisive. The next registration, which 
will Begin a few weeks hence, will probably 
add sufficiently to the Gladstonian voting 
strength in two score of constituencies to in- 
sure the reversal of the political verdicts re- 
cently passed. Progressive movements in 
Great Britain have been checked; they have 
never been defgated. 


A MEAN ATTACK UPON CHICAGO. 

In its recent article attacking the proposed 
location of a military post at Highwood, 
twenty-five miles north of this city, the New 
York Sun tauntingly remarked that it was 
an effurt on the part of capitalists and mer- 
chants of Chicago to obtain protection for 
their property in case of labor troubles or 
mob uprisings; The unparalleled meanness 
and selfishness, not to speak of the falsity, of 
this charge may be illustrated by a sketch of 
the manner in which New York is protected. 
In the great State of IIlinois there is not a 
single military post; in New York there are 
eleven, at which are stationed nearly three 
full regiments. In New York Harbor alone 
there are six companies at Fort Hamilton, 
one at Fort Wadsworth, three at Fort Colum- 
bus, two at Fort Schuyler; and two 
companies of engineers at  Willett’s 
Point, besides the recruiting depot 
at Davis Island. In addition to these 
there are two companies at Fort 
Porter, Buffalo; two at Fort Niagara, 
Youngstown; one at Fort Ontario, Oswego; 
six at Madison Barracks, Sackett’s Harbor; 
and one at Plattsburg Barracks—all in the 
State of New York. Besides these there are 
six posts adjacent ti that city from which 
troops could be concentrated for the protec- 
tion of New York City in a few hours, These 
are Fort Adams, Newport, R. I., five com- 
panies; Fort Trumbull, Connecticut, two 
companies; Fort Warren, Boston Harbor. 
two companies: Fort McHenry, Baltimore, 
Md., three companies; the barracks at Wash- 
ington, D. C., six companies; and Fortress 
Monroe, Virginia, five companies. Even if 
there were any truth in the assertion of the 
Sun that Chicago wants the Highwood post 
for its protection the sneer would be none 
the less mean and malevolent, coming from 
acity which has eleven posts in its imme- 
diate vicinity and six more closely ad- 
jacent, at which are stationed about 
fifty companies of infantry and artillery 
upon which it can call for protection in case 
of need. Leaving out of consideration its 
balderdash about the Chicago ladies and 
dress-parades, is not the Sun, hemmed in and 
safely protected by a cordon of seventeen 
military posts, where they are not needed in 
time of peace, playing the part of a hog 
when it opposes the location of one depot of 
supplies at the only point in this country 
which has easy and rapid communication 
with the great Northwest, where men and 
supplies are most likely to be needed ? 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR JOB. 
In spite of the disagreement between the 


two Houses of Congress on the River and 
Harbor bill there does not seem to be much 
prospect of the swindle being abated except 
by a veto, which its friends claim will not be 
forthcoming. The House conferrees, in- 
structed not to concur in the Senate amend- 
ments, will force the Senate into some sort 
of an agrrement without doubt, for the steal 
has been made too comprehensive for aban- 
doument. The increase and horizontal reduc- 
tion made by the Senate was a crafty arrange- 
ment by which all the jobs were included, and 
every diteh and mud-puddle in the South 
properly represented on the floors of 
Congress’ Halls was Provided for. The 
Democrats are responsible for it this time, 
and they mast take the risk of meeting the 
fate of the boodiers of four yeats ago. The 
record shows that 87 of the 143 votes by which 
the bill originally passed the House were cast 
by Democrats, and that in the Senate 24 of 
the 42 voting for it Democrats.

There are but two ways in which the evil 
can be abated. One is to appropriate a lump 
sum to be ex ‘under the direction of 
the Secretary of War—that worked well 
enough before when the regulation Dill 
failed—and the other is to make separate ap- 
propriations for the different items in sepa- 
rate bills, There is no prospect of the pas- 
sage of a law authorizing the President to veto 
a part or parts of an appropriation bill and 
approve the remainder, and yet every River 
and Harbor bill that comes up for his sig- 
nature is one requiring the exercise of that dis- 
cretionary authority. If the President vetoes 
this bill the good will have to go with the 
bad, for the House can’t pass it over the 
veto even if the Senate can, which is doubt- 
ful. There is some consolation, however, in 


the prospect that the jobbers will be knocked 


out, too, if the bill is vetoed. But as the 
South is to get most of the loot there may be 
something in the claim. that the President 
will approve it. 


DISAPPOINTED LOG-ROLLERS. 

We observe with regret that the President 
and a prominent citizen of Asheville, N. C., 
have fallen out. Asheville, Buncombe Coun- 
ty, is a village in the Blue Ridge Mountains, 
in the northwestern part of North Carolina, 
with a few inhabitants and a great deal of fine 
mountain scenery in its vicinity. . Of late 

years, through the improvement of railway 
facilities and the location of a hotel, the 
place has become a summer-resort of some 
consequence—to the inhabitants. It is 
further distinguished. by the fact 
that it is the residence of Mr. 
Thomas D. Johnston, M. C. It is perhaps 
about halt as populous in the summer as Bar 
Harbor, Me., where there is a small post- 
office at one end ot a frame building used as 
a candy and fruit store, which is ample for 
the requirements of a large summer 
population. Asheville, however, wanted 
an $80,000 post-office and Congress 
granted it the other day: but the President 
vetoed the bill. As a consequence of this 
unpatriotic and ill-advisea act the most 
prominent citizen” of the village promptly 
telegraphed the Chief Magistrate” that 
all invitations hitherto extended to him to 
visit Asheville were withdrawn. The Hon, 
Mr. Johnston, who is a member of the House 
Committee on Public Buildings and who 
log-rolled the bill through, has not been heard 
from yet; but it is, of course, in order for 
him to move its passage over the veto. In 
the me@atime the Postmaster at Asheville is 
obliged to worry along in a building rented 
to the Government at $430 a year, which, 
judging from the value of property and the 
character of buildings in that part of the 
country, is about as much as a deed 
of the structure and lot would bring. This 
is a fair sample of the log-rolling legislation 


that is gomg on in the economical Demo- 


cratic Forty-ninth House of Representatives. 
Started at $80,000, the building would proba- 
bly have cost from $100,000 to $150,000 be- 
fore completion—a sum sufficient to purchase 
half the village, This would have made.the 
Hon. Mr. Johnston come rather high as a 
legislator. 


Tue price of butter in this market ad- 
vanced fully one cent per pound yesterday. 
The proximate cause was a raising of. the 
Elgin market to 20 cents, but. the initial 
cause is believed to lie mueh further back 
both as regards time and motive.

} good reason to think the advance was af- 
' fected by the butterine men, not because 


they want the material just now, this being 
the time of year when they are generally 

closed down, but for the reason that they 

wish to boom the market to influence the 

pending discussion of the Oleomargarine Dill 

in Washington. Their policy is to make 

Congressinen believe that in the event of the 

passage of the bill the price of butter 

would be materially increased, and to 

foster the idea that the prospect of 
its passage led to the advance of three cents 

in Elgin. It is understood that news of 

the rise in price was telegraphed to the op- 

ponents of the bill in Washington, but that 

fortunately it arrived too late to be of serv- 

ice to the butterine cause. It is believed by 

well-informed parties in the trade here that 
in the event of the bill passing large quanti- 

ties of butter will be taken by speculators for 
cold storage and held over till the winter 
months, when it will be placed on the mar- 
ket. By that time it will have so much de- 

preciated in value, owing to a loss of its 
freshness, as to be unsalable in comparison 

with the counterfeit. The butterine men 

think they will then be not only able to pay 
the tax but will secure a better mar- 
ket for their goods by reason of their newer 
and fresher appearance. It has been demon- 

strated time and again that the public gen- 

erally will take that which is fresh and 
bright in preference to better goods that are 
not soe inviting to the eye. If such a discrim- 
ination be made against the pure butter in 
favor of its counterfeit presentment but lit- 
tle of real good would be achieved by the 
passage of the bill. But after all the prov- 
erb that “ The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating of it” may be found to apply equally 
well to the material which the manufacturers 
have so industriously labored to foist on the 
public as real butter, though some of them

| Premier’s official residence today it was unan- 


imousty resolved that the resignations of the 
Ministers sbould be immediately tendered to 
the.Queen. The result of the conference was 
watched for with eager interest by large 


crowds that congregated in the vicinity of 


Downing street. The multitudes were quiet 
and orderly. Some slight cheering was in- 
duiged in on the appearance of Mr. Gladstone 
and other well-known members of the Cabinet. 
Mr. Morley, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
seemed to be the prime favorit with the assem- 
bied multitude. When he made his exit from 
the Cabinet meeting. ne was vociferously 
cheered. 


Her Majesty is now at Osborne, ia the Isle 
of Wight, and thither it is expected Mr. Glad- 
stone repairedtonight. Tomorrow the Queen 
will be tendered the resignations of her Min- 
isters. There is much speculation as to who 
the aged Premier will recommend * bis suc 
cessor, Rumor bus it that be will urcé ber 
Majesty to call upon Lord Hartington to form 
a Cabinet.

THE NEW EXTRADITION TREATY. 


New York Lawyers Discussing the Pro- 
visions Regarding Fugitive Criminals— 
Where the Measure Originated. 

New York, July 20.—([Special.|—The new 
extradition treaty that has been signed in 
London by United States Minister Phelps and 
Earl Rosebery is causing much discussion 
among lawyers, and especially Art. 5, which 
says that a fugitive criminal, surrendered to 
eitner of the contracting parties, shall not, 
until he has had an opportunity of returning 
to the State by which he has been surrendered, 


be detained or tried for any crime committed 


prior to bis surrender other than the extradi- 
tion crime proved by the facts on which his 
surrender was granted. It is generally 
claimed that the clause was unnecessary, 
as Great Britain always surrendered criminals 
with the understanding they should not 
be tried by the country demanding their sur- 
render for any other crime. Some of the courts 
in this country, however, held that when a 
criminal was brought before them for trial 
they could not discharge him on the plea that 
be was not being tried for the crime for which 
be bad been extradited.

Where the New Extradition Treaty Origin- 
ated, 

Derroit, Mich., July 20.—{Special.|——Detroit 
and Michigan are perhaps more directly at- 
fected by the new extradition treaty with En- 
giand than any other city or State, because of 
the close proximity to the Dominion which en- 
ables criminals to escape there. The sugges- 
tions for the treaty were drafted by Edwin F. 
Connolly, a lawyer of this town, who was then 
Chief of Police, assisted by Prosecuting-At 
torney Robison. These two gentlemen brought 
the matter to the attention of Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen. They are much elated over their 
success. Mr. Robison said this afternoon: * We 
did not get all we asked for, but nevertheless 
the result is very aratifying. The main de- 
fect is the absence of any provision for the ex- 
tradition of men charged with breaking and 
entering. Burglary, which is provided 
for, means the breaking and. entering 
of a dwelling in the night time. 
Breaking into a store or breaking into a bank 
would not come under the bead of burglary. 
If a thief were to break into a bank, blow the 
safe, and get no plunder, he would be liable to 
imprisonment for life bere, but he could not 
be extradited for the offense, because the of- 
tense would not be burglary, but breaking and 
entering; in case he took over $50 hé might be 
extradited for larceny, but the extreme pen 
alty for larceny is five years, and he could not 
be extradited for larceny and be tried for 
breading and entering. The same can be said 
of breaking and entering a saloon, store, or 
other place not a dwelling; or of breaking and 
entering a dwellu in the day time. We asked 
for a provision for rape, but it was not given. 
We shall be able to make it hvely now for a 
good many criminais who have hitherto been 
able to commit crimes and escape across tne 
river or any imaginary line.“

SINKING OF THE YACHT JOSI&. 


The Coroner’s Jury Says the Disaster Was 
Due to the Incompetent Watch and Look- 
out on Board the Gazelle. 

The inquest op the body of Mrs. Martha Wil- 
son, drowned by the sinking of the yacht Josie 
by the steamer Gazelie the night of July 6, 
was concluded yesterday. John Lynch, a pas- 
senger on the Gazelle, heard: the Captain sing 
out to the men on the yacht: Do you want 
any heip?’’ and the volley of oaths that came 
in answer. Then a woman cried out: We are 
sinking.” The Gazelle commenced backing 
before she struck the yacht. 

L. A. Spaulding, who was on the Gazelle, 
saw a bright light on the Josie. The Gazelle 


approached until within fifty feet, when the 
mouon of the steamer showed that she was 
trying to back. 

D. G. May, another Gazelle passenger, said 
the Gazelle moved straight into the yacht and 
tne Josie sunk in three minutes. Life-pre- 
servers were thrown from the Gazelle. 

Capt. Angers Linklater, master of the Josie, 
did not understand scientific navigation. 
There was on board the Josie a bright tight, 
right forward on the pall post. When coming 
in around the South Pier he saw the Gazelle 
ms directly toward him and ordered 
his steersman to keep the yacht steady. 
The Gazel.e kept on in a bee-line and he bol 
lered out twice. The steamer struck the Jo- 
sie amidsbips. The coliision pitched bim bead- 
first over the side. When be got his head 
above water the Gazelle was nearly 100 yards 
away. hee gentieman and the lady helped to 
haul bim aboard the yacht. She was not down 
then, but she was leaning on her side and going 
— He got bold of one of the ladies—the 

one—and never saw the one who was 
2 from the time of the collision. He 
said the Gazelle didn’t help them a bit, though 
he thought it saved Wilson. 

Mrs. J. F. Gookins, who was on the Gazelle, 
said the crew threw ropes overboard. Some 
one fromthe Gazelle called out: “Are you 
draw water?’ and the answer was: No; 
we are all riaut.“ 

Many witnesses heard the swearing on the 
yacht when she was struck; some of them did 
not see a light on the Josie until the steamer 
was within flity feet of her, the air being 
smoky and thick; the engines of the Gazelle 
began to reverse before the collision. M. T. 
Dodge, first mate of the Gaselle, saw nearly 
fifty cork preservers around tie wreck. Had 
the Gazelle, he said, struck the Josie full head- 
way it would nave cut ber in two; before re- 
versing the Gazelle was going four miles an 
hour and couldn't stop within less than 300 
feet. James Christie, Wheelman of the Ga- 
telle, did not see the Josie until be heard the 
Captain shout Port.” Martin Delaney, encgi- 
neer of the Gazelle, said he got the signal to 


Capt. Joseph Albano of the Gazelle showed 
some pieces of very rotten plank and a rusty 
spike which he said be bad taken from the 
bottom of the yacht. He did all be could to 
prevent the accident and to save life after- 
ward. F. L. Hill, a diver. went to the bottom 
of the lake last Friday te examine the Josie. 
He exhibited part of the frame of the Josie. 
The timber was quite rotten, and the nails 
were so rusty that they could be picked out by 
hand easily.

THE HARVEST OF GRAIN, 


It Is in Progress Thoughout the North west 
—Oatse a Better Crop than Was Estimated 
—Corn Generally Good. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.—The statement 
ofcrop conditions on the Ist day of July, 
compiled’ by Prot. Dodge, the statistician of 
the Agricultural Department, is today supple 
mented by a fuller report giving additional 
facts and figures of an interesting character. 
In this report the Professor says: 

The area of corn is steadily increasing, with 
only the slightest impetus from foreign demand, 


still less from the spirit manufacture. The 
increase in seven years—since 1879—has been 


about 20 per cent, and the present area is about 


75,000,000 acres. 

Of * wheat the report says: The condi- 
tion o wheat Has declined from 8.5 in 
June to 83.3, in consequence of high temperature, 
drying winds, and want of rain. It is a sudden 
tall. and though only three points lower than 
last year’s crop at harvest, a continuance of in- 
jurious weather would be likely to threaten fur- 
ther and serious disaster. Should there be no 
further reduction, the present condition should 
insure about 139,000, bushels. Making some 
allowance for this probability, a judicious and 
reasonable interpretation of the July report of 
winter and spring wheat would show a prospect 
for an increase of about 80,000,000 bushels above 
the official estimate for 1885. 

The winter-wheat area already assures nearly 
enough for home consumption and seed. The 
average exportation of wheatand flour for the 
last five years has been 116,000,000 bushels.

Estimated consumption, food, 271 ; seed, 
51,474,900: exports m preliminary statement, 
93,596,020; total, 416,071,520. Crop of 1885, “oe

000 bushels to come from the surplus in the 
hands of the farmers. The condition of oats is 
lower than in any former July report since 1879, 
when the yield averaged twenty-five bushels per 
acre.

It is nearly the same as in 1881. The condition of 
barley is somewhat lower at the present date 
that at the Ist of July in any recent year; yet the 
difference is not sufficient t® reduce greatly the 
ary tive yield.

New Tonk. July 20.—|Special.]—A 60-year 
old fine-looking man dropped in an apoplectic 
fit at the Brooklyn end of the Brooklyn bridge 
yesterday morning and died in a few minutes. 
His companion was Dr. E. Hudson Knight, a 
reputable Brooklyn practitioner, who sent 
word to Ursula Downington of No. 88 Clinton 
street to come to tne bridge at once. Soon 
afterwards a young and bandsomely-dressed 
woman rushed up, and, flinging herself upon 
the body, cried, He is not dead! He must 
not diel O, doctor, say that he is not 
dead!“ When she became calmer she 
and the doctor went through the 
man’s pockets, taking $125 in money and 4 
number of documents. The Police Captain in- 
terrupted them at this point and asked for an 
explanation. Dr. Knight said that the dead 
man was Jeremiah Counsellor of Newark, an 
ex-member of the New Jersey Legislature and 
otherwise prominent, and that the lady was his 
niece, of whom he had been very fond, and 
whom be adopted as a daughter upon the 
death of his own daughter. That lady corrob- 
orated this and said: “I took bis daugnter’s 


*place in his affections and his heart. He 


had hig life insured in my favor and 
also made a will.” They returned the money 
and papers under protest, and expressed an 
anxiety to get the boay over into New Jersey 
as soon as possible. They excitedly refused a 
suggestion that the body be removed to the 
adopted daughter's home instead of iying in 
the police station to await the Coroner's 
action. While the lady was still lamentmg 
over the corpse a young man came in and 
asked if Mr. Counsellor was there. 

His body is in there, said the Captain, 
pointing through the. glass doors, “and his 
adopted daughter is the lady there.“ 

** Adoptea daughter!“ exclaimed the young 
man; “I am George R. Meeker of Newark, bis 
son-in-law, and I don’: know that woman. she 
has no business here.“

that the Newark family of Mr. Counselor are 
now convinced that he has for many years 
been living a double life, in Newark being a 
quiet and respectable old widower and in 
Brooklyn W. Downington, also quiet and re 
svectable.

Peter J. McDonald oocupies chambers on the 
top floor of the building at Baltic and Hicks 
streets, Brooklyn. His mother and asister look 
after his wants, as at present he is out of 
work. Until Sunday Mr. McDonaid had hopes 
of bappioess in the direction of marriage with 
a young lady who combined beautiesof person 
and mind with the attractiveness of golden 
coins and fresh bank-notes. The girl 
was a little particular as to the re 
lations of MeDonald with a former 
wife, however, and as a consequence her ad- 
mirer sent a letter to Clerk Bradley of the Cir- 
cuit Court in Chicano asking that he be fur- 
nished with a certified copy ot a decree of di- 
vorce which be understood his wife had recent- 
ly secured against him.

Resolutions were adopted con- 
demuing Mr. Russell's action and expressing 
confidence in J. H. Patterson of the United 
States Mail, who, the resolutions charged, had 
been misrepresented in a letterhead sent out 


by Mr. Russell, and exonerating those whose 
names appeared on the ietterbead from any 
knowledge of it. A committee was aiso ap- 
pointed to watch proposed legislation in Con- 
gress bostile to the interesis of third and 
tourth class Postmasters. 

Mr. Russell, in relation tothe charges made 
against him, said: The law requires that 
before a charter for a mutual benefit associa-

A great wedding at the Madeleine is an event 
for Paris, and never has the church contained 
alargernumber of people.

IMMORALITY IN SCOTLAND. 


One Child Out of Every Twelve Registered 

. us IIlegitimate. 

Pall Mall Gazette: A correspondent sends us 
the following reflections on the report of the 
births, deaths, and marriages registered m 
Scotiand in 1885: The first table, which com- 
mences with 1855, shows that between that 
date and 1885 the population bad m- 
creased from 2,978,065 to 3,907,786 and the 
births from 93,349 to 126,110 per annum; of 
these, in 1865, 17,345, bemg 17.8 per cent, were 
illegitimate; in 1885 the percentage was 8.46, a 
decrease from the highest rate, which was 10.2 
per cent in 1866. In 1855 the percentage of 
births to the population was 3.1491; in 1885 
it was increased to 3.2272. Marriages fell from 
a percentage of -0.0608 of the population in 
1855 to 0.6468 last year. The deaths in 1855 
were 62,004, and in 1885 74,603, being respect- 
ively 2.0820 and 1.9091 to the populauon. Tabie 
Vi. gives the proportion of illegitimate to 
every 100 births in Scotland, its divisions and 
counties, in 1885. The two lowest and two 
highest divisions are:

ents illegitimate. The next generation would 
make every one in Banff illegitimate 
within three generations. Of course 
there are exceptionally moral families to 
whom these calculations do not apply, as there 
must be numbers who bave not had a legit“ 
mate ancestor for generations. Taking Scot- 
land as a whole, with its 8.46 per cent of me- 
gitimate ohildren born last year—that being 
under the average of the last thirty ycars—it 
means that one out of every twelve of the 
whole population is registered by ite father or 
mother as illegitimate. Recollect that this 


shocking proportion is the lowest possible 


amount, for had any of the people who regis- 
tered an illegitimate child's birth merety said 
its parents were married it would have been 
registered as legitimate. The highest type of 
femaie purity in Scotland is to be found in 
Ross Comarty. In that virtuous region 
leas than five in 100 are known to be illégii- 
mate. 


. A Costly North Wind. 

The editor of the Colusa Sun refers to the in- 
ereduhty with which his statement that two 
daye of north wind bad injured the wheat crop 
of that county to the extent of $2,000,000 was 
received a few weeks ago, and says that re- 
sults show now that it was an under estimate. 
Had not the north wind come Coiusa would 
bave barvested 11,000,000 busheis of grain, and 
now she will bave not over 7.000, 000 bushels. 
If we estimate the damage in Butte, Tehama, 
Yolo, Sutter, and Solano at 6,000,000 bushels in 
the aggregate, we have a grand total of 10. 
000,000 bushels of grain, worth $7,000,000, to 
represent the effects of that terrible wind- 
storm. Dr. J. C. Simmons, writing to a Chico 
paper, argues in support of the plan of plant- 
ing rows of trees from east to west at frequent 
intervals to break the force of these destruct- 
ive winds, which is the same:idea that was 
elaborated in the Post a few days ago. The 
Sun adds that the loss to Colusa County this 
year alone would bave paid for planting and 
taking care of a row of trees every half mile 
across the valley.—San Francisco Evening Post.

INTO THE U. 8. COURT. 


Calvin H. Allen, a Stockholder, Objects to the 
Way the Business Is Conducted—Trying 
te Collect $2,339 from «a 
with $5,000,000 Worth of Stock Out— 
Boarding Out a Judgment in Jail—Gen- 
eral Items. . 
Judge Gresham is engaged in bearing the 
case of Calvin H. Alien against John H. Wir 
son and others, involving the management of 


| the Banner Coal & Coal-Oil Company. The 


company was organized in 1865 witha capital 
stock of $500,000, of which Allen holds 750 
shares and Wilson something over 2,500 shares. 
or a majority of the whole issue. It is charged 
that Wilson ever since 1868 bas managed — 
affairs of the company as it they were nis 
own, without giving any account; that be has 
put his friends and relatives in office, kept the 
books of the company to suit bimeelf, and by 
bis own admission owes the stockholders at 
least $85,000, but has never paid eny dividend. 
An accounting and settlement are therefore 
asked for. 


A Rich Corporation—on Paper. 

A creditor's bill was filed in the Circuit Court 
by David Cole against the Golden City Placer 
Mining Compauy and a large number of its 
stockholders for the purpose of bolding the 
latter liable upon a judgment for $2,339 ob- 
tained by Cole against the company. The 
capital stock of the Golden City Placer Mining 
Company was nominally $5,000,000, divided 
into shares of $10 each. Caleb Clapp is alleged 
to have subscribed for 10,000 shares, and Joel 
Ellis, Samuel Crumpton, John B. Overmeyer, 
and several others each subseribed for the 
same amount of stock, for which they became 
Mabie to pay $10,000 each. As a matter of 
fact, it is claimed, they only paid 810. 
000 each, leaving them stil! indebted severally 
in the sum of $90,000, There is also upon the 
books the name of F. H. Armstrong. agent, 
representing the balance of 420,000 shares. The 
complainant thinks that Armstrong, agent, 
was a blind for direct sales to the other stovk- 
holders. Tue bill is filed on behalt of all other 
creditors in like situation with the complainant. 


Jacobs to Board in Jail. 

Two or three weeks ago Arthur G. Cambridge 
recovered a judgment in Judge Scofield’s 
court against Henrys Jacobs or Henry Morti- 
mer for the sum of $600 for a trespass com- 
mitted by the defendant. A capias ad satis- 
faciendum was issued on the judgment and 
Jacobs was thrown into jail. He attempted 
to schedule ou. but Judge ER. H. Gary, sittmg 
in the County Court, refused to indulge his re- 
quest. Judge Gary held that malice was the 
gist of the offense and that Jacobs must

BRITISH TEA TRADE LN FOO CHOW. 


More Judgment and Method in the Ship- 
ments than Formerly—Character of the 
Crop. 

The British Consul at Foochow writes as fol- 
lows: Tea, the staple article of export, gives 
employment to some twenty-eight British 
firms. who engage solely in this trade. 
Less wild speculation and more sober 
trading characterize the business of this 
year. There has been more judgment ex- 
hibited in the shipping of cargoes to London; 
instead of the old system of shipping off ina 
burry, and clearing vessels in a heap by means 
of combination, the departures have been 
gradual. so as to avold too large arrivals at 
one time in London. The year 1885 has not 
been unsuccessful! to most shippers of tea, 
and may be counted among the tolerably fair 
years: In many cases full charges and com- 


missions have been realized, besides a slight 
That for- 


profit on merchants’ owa account. 
tunes can now be made in tea speculation is 
beyond expectation, considering the low 
range ot prices of the London market for 
the last few years, and the demand for 
common and cheap teas. Owing to 
shortness of supply on the London market, 
consequent on the large increase of home con- 
sumption, Foochow red-leaf teas have fared 
better than might be expected looking at the 
poor class of teas almost throughout that were 
brought down from the tea-growing districts. 


The teas of both first and second crops were 
pronounced somewhat badiy prepared, owing, 
it was thought, to the cold and wet weather of 
the spring months: the musters were generally 


clean and wellkfired and fairiy free 
from dust; they were for the 
most part strong in the cup, with a 


bricht infusion. The most striking character- 
istics of the crop appeared to be the absence of 
really tine teas from any of the districts. The 


.| Paklinge were hardly so well cured as last 


year's, whilst the Paklums were of similar 

quality to those of last season, with perhaps 

rather more strength. The other kinds, such 

as Kaisows, Suey-kuts, Saryunes, Tong Fong- 

Tongs, aad Yunghows, were of poor quality, 

and were interior to last years produce both 

in make and liquor. Of Souchongs the gener- 
al quality of the crop was poor, the liquor be- 

ing thin, and the leaf shown careless prepa- 

ration.

A PROFLIGATE KING. 


How Kalakaua of the Sandwich Islands Is 
Bearing Himself. 

Honolulu Letter: David Kalakaua bas now 
been on the throne of the Hawaiian Kingdom 
for twelve years. Previous to his elevation to 
the throne he was a boatman in the Harbor of 
Honolulu, and used to pick up some mony at 
night by playing the banjo in one of the water- 


front dives. He is a superbly-built native, 


but, like most of the Kanakas, he bas no re- 
gard for principle, is profoundly selfish, and 
hopelesly given up to gross vices. He hada 
strain of the old Kamehameha blood in his 
veins, however, and when, in 1874, an elec 
tion was held under the farce of what 
is called a constitutional monarchy, Kalakaua 
was picked up out of the gutter and was run 
by the strong American missionary party in 
opposition to Queen Emma, who showed great 
partiality for the Church of Engiand. Kala- 
kaua’s trieuds were the Setter politicians and 
they were successful. Fortwo or three yoars 
the change did him good and he behaved wbil, 
living economically and taking a warm inter- 
est in the welfare of his b. 

With proper advisers akaua might have 
remained a model mon but be suffered 
from the influence of evil counselors—ad- 
venturers who took offive under him merely to 
further their private ends and who suggested 
many ways in which he could legally divert 
the public funds into his own pocket. One of
